If, as stated by the Brl- 
tiah , VA1STR la still a Nazi at fcaart, it la reasonable to assume that 
he would visit former Nazi friends. However, unless additional infor- 
mation is available to support the allegation that StJBJEC? is involved 
with a Weat German intelligence organization, it is recommended that .. 
this case be closed for lack of sufficient Cl interest.
